History of the Delavan. 

The Delavan was one of the oldest and most 
famous hotels in America. . The main build- 
ing was built by Edward C. Delavan in 1845 
as g temperance hotel and was run as such 
for four years by Nathan Rogers of Boston. 
Mr. Delavan bad made money in trade, and 
y at the time he built the hotel was devoting 
himself to the cause of temperance, being the 
leader. of the. Temperance League of the 
State. But the temperance plan in a hotel, 
even in the old Dutch city of Albany, did not 
go and the debarring of liquors was given up 
when Theopholus Roessle, Sr., took the lease 
in 18490. Under his management the hotel 
became famous, andan extension was built, 
‘making the hotel cover the entire. block 
bounded by Broadway, Columbia, Steuben, 
and Montgomery streets. It had a length on 
Broadway and Montgomery, streets of 600 
feet and on Steuben and Columbia of 250 to 
800 feet. The main:structure was five stories 
in height and the extension four stories, and 
was supposed to be reasonably fireproof 
Even when built, the hotel was in advance of 
the times, costing $200,000. Two years ago, 
‘when the present lessees, Hurty & Moore, 
took charge, $30,000 was expended, 
and. the heuse, though old, was 
considered among the best in the interior of 
of the State. When the elder Roessle went to 
Weshington Charles BE. Leland and Warren 
F. Leland assumed the lease.. This was about 
1865. They continued incharge until 1871, 
when Mc. Roessle again assumed the manage- 
ment. 

The hotel has entertained. more distin- 
guished men and women probably than any 
other single hotel in the country. It has been 
the headquarters with but a few exceptions of 
the politicians of the State during the caavass 
preceding the organization of the Legislature, 
The hotel was nicely furn.shed and contained 
400 rooms. .

BOY SAVES THREE FROM DROWNING. 


He Fails te Reach Laura Biesel, Whe 
Perishes in Oconemowoc Lake. 

Mruwavuxzen, Wis., Dec. 30.—[Special.]— 
Laura Binzel, the 15-year-old daughter of 
Peter Binzel, a wealthy Oconmeowoc brewer, 
was drowned in Oconomowoc Lake _ this 
afternoon and two girls -and a .boy wete 
heroically rescued from a like fate by: Emil 
Steinavel, a 16-year-old boy.

Emil Stéinavel, seeing the predicament 
of his companions, went to their rescue, The 
boy jumped into the hole in the ice where 
each of the drowning party was struggling to 
geta hold-on the edge of theice. He suc- 
ceeded in holding three of them up. The peo- 
ple who had fied, perceiving the bravery of the 
boy, ventured to the scene of the accident and 
assisted him in rescuing the three half- 
drowned victims, and finally succeeded 
in bringing them to a firm. footing. 
Little Miss Binzel got under the ice. The 
water at that point is seventy feet deep. 
Young Steinavel, not daunted. by bis™ strug- 
gies, bravely dived after her several times, 
He went under the ice.

RICHES AND THE POWER OF THE CHURCH. 


The Rt.-Rev. Charlies bd ward Cheney Talks 
of Liberality and Poverty. 

At the morning service in Christ Church, 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-fourth street, 
the Rt.-Rev. Charles Edward Cheney, D, D., 
preached on the text: 

For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that though he was rich, yet for our sakes he be- 
came poor.—IL Cor, viii., 9. 

He said in part: 

** Men rarely let a great force run to waste. 
Steam, electricity, the tides of the ocean, 
even. the vast power of the rapids of Niagara 
areall being. yoked to the service of the 
world. God surely is as wise as man and hence 
he has recognized ‘the power that lies in 
money to push on the interests of his king- 
dom. The Corinthian church was the 
rich community of the early chureh. But it 
was also evidently the stingy chureh of that 
age. St.;Paui in this passage is stirring them 
up to se'f-denying liberality. He does it as 
the army that layin the valley of the Ten- 
nessee was stirred to emulation by the sight 
of Hooter’s men bearing the flag up the 
heights of Lookout Mountain. St, Paul re- 
minds the Corinthians of the self-denying 
liberality of their brethren in Macedonia. 
But not satisfied with that he points them to 
a nobler example, that of Christ himeelf. 

** Here is the rare example of one who was 
rich voluitarily becommg poor. But when 
was Christ rich? Sureiy not io this world. 
Some men live closely, but die rich with their 
accumulations. When this man died he had 
a pauper’s funeral and a borrowed grave. 
Was he rich when the multitudes thronged to 
hear him preach? It was then that he said 
that he had not ‘ where to jay his head.’ Not 
in hie youth, He was apprenticed toa car- 
penter. Notat his birth, He was born in a 
stable and cradied in d manger. The only ex- 
planation of this passage iies in the fact of 
the preéxistence of Christ and the * glory’ 
which he himself said that he had with the 
F ather ‘ before the foundation of the worid.’ 

“Turn tothe other side of the picture. 
Martin Luther in his childhood sang Christ- 
mas carols in his native village to get a crust 
of bread. The man _ later was to turn the 
world upside down aba child was a beggar. 
But Martin Luther had not ‘known better 
days.’ Yet this last was the penury of Christ. 
Saidest of all, the poverty of Christ lay in his 
‘making himself of no reputation.’ Men can 
bear up against ali misfortunes better than 
the loss of a good name, But Christ was 
called ‘a friend vf publicans and harlots.’ 
His own brethren counted him insane, his 
enemies reviled him as a ‘glutton and wine 
bibber.’ And who so poor as one who-was 
denied by one chosen disciple and betrayed 
by another? Yet all this ‘for our sakes.’ 
Shall not we Christians blush at the thought 
of As et of our sacrifices and self-de- 
nials?’ 


HE SPEAKS IN HILLIS’ FORMER PULPIT. 


The Rev. William Dickinson, D, D., Talks 
of the Gospel of Love. 

The Rev. William Dickinson, D. D., occu- 
pied the pulpit yesterday morning of the 
First Presbyterian Church, Evanston, which 
was left vacant by the tev. N. D. Hillis. Dr. 
Dickinson has been retired for some years 
and is a resident of Evanston. For some 
time he was pastor of the. Lake Forest Pres- 
byterian Church. His last charge, however, 
was at College Hill Church, Ciucinnati, five 
years ago. He took for his  sub- 
ject yesterday **A Fixed Heart.*- He said 
in part: “Only a heart established in 
its religious effections will make us strong 
for service, The heart is the seat of character 
and it is the sovereign of life.

Mrs. Stevenson, Mrs. Strong, and Mr, Os- 
bourne are American citizeas, and had said 
at a dinner some ten days. beforehand that 
they must have a genuine American Thanks- 
giving dinner the 20th, In due time the oc- 
casion arrived. It was in exquisite taste, 
made rather a family affair, but was beauti- 
ful and in serviee elegant to the last degree. 
There were only five guests outside of the 
family, and of these three were Americans— 
Mr. W. L. Chambers of Alabama, member 
of the Land Commission, a newspaper man 
and his son. The only other person invited 
was Mr. Haggard of the Land Com- 
mission, brother of H, Rider Haggard, 
but he was not well enough to be present, 
When dessert had been fairly discussed, not 
midway between the sherry end the cham- 
pagne, as Mr, Watterson would put it, but 
well into the ehampagne,; one of us surprised 
Mr. Stevenson by preposing his health, touch- 
ing upon the idea that it was a Thanksgiving 
in fact and spirit. 

On the day of his death he continued at his 
table until 4 o’ciock in the afternoon and he 
then came dowa and was with the family 
about the place and on the verandas until 
dinner time. It was after 6 o'clock, he had 


1 been feeling unusually strong and well during 


the day, and expressed a wish for walad at 
dinner. Mrs, Stevenson prepared it and it 
was passed to him as he sat in his place at the 
table, 

For a rarity no one was present save mew- 
bers of the family. He was pouring vinegar 
from a cruet into the salad, when he sat it 
down, stood erect in his place, placed his hand 
on his forehead, and said, *I don’t know 
what’s the matter, Lean’t see,” Then he sank 
down in his seat, from which he was earried 
to his bed, and without pain, without further 
consciousness or an additional word, at ten 
minutes past 8 o’clock, despite the efforts of 
the two physicians who reached Vailima in 
less than an hour after he was stricken, the 
busy brain was at pest and the wizard of the 
South Seas had passed away. 

The cause of death was apopiexy, the lesion 
of a blood vessel of the brain. Mr. Stevenson 
was buried at 2:45 p. m. Tuesday, the 4th 
inst., the fanerat being of the simplest char- 
acter and strictly pr'vate, 

On the topmest point of the tree-covered 
mountain a party of natives made the grave, 
The coffin was of wood, covered with black 
velvet. The coffin was swung ontwo stout 
scantlings lashed together, and ‘about six na- 
tives, barefooted and barelegged, brought it

But after this decision by the powers, and 
while they were waiting for the departure of 
the Sultan’s commission, which had been av- 
pointed and which was to make full-and im- 
partial investigations of all the affairs re- 
ported by the English Consul, as well as by 
many individuals from the Sassoun district, 
the Turkish Government gave out the follow- 
ing official statement of the case, which state- 
ment was printed in the papers of Constanti- 
nople. All papers printed in Turkey are un- 
der close censorsbip, and no paper could r2- 
fuse to print the statemeat under penaity of 
immediate auspension. Henee the Christian 

ariodicals were compelled to print what they 
new to be false. The statement is aa fol- 
lows: 

Some of the recent European papers have 
stated, contrary to the truth, that a few Ar- 
menian viilagesyhave been-destroyed, and in 
the meantime persons have been massacred 
by the Turkish soldiers in the district af Sas- 


soun. Others, in order to magnify these re-. 
have asserted that the sews of the. 


porte, 
outrage was prevented from leaking out by 
the obstacles the governinent putin the way 
of travelers from that district.

Thus, the extension of the revolt being checked, 
the troops were withdrawn to their headquar- 
ters. 

** There was no interference by the Kurds, 
but as stated abeve, some Armenian bandits 
having ventured to disorderly actions, the 
Fourth Imperial Army Corps and also the 
Governor of Bitlis undertook to investigate

Daughter of the Famous Vice- ident 
Expires at the Age of 92, _ 

New Haver, Conn., Dec. 30,--[Special.]— 
Miss Emily L. Gerry died yesterday at her 
home here, aged 92 yeare, She was the last 
surviving daughter of Elbridge Gerry, Vice- 
President of the United States in 1812, who 
died auddenly in Washington Nov. 28, 1814, 
on his way to the Capitol as President of the 
Senate. He was 70 years old at the time, and 
fulfilled his own injunction: * It is the duty 
of every man, though he may have but one 
day to live, to devote that day to the good of 
his country.”” He was the first man te whose 
memory Congress ever ordered a monument 
erevted. Miss Gerry was one of ten children, 
most of whom died at a ripe old age,

RUSSIA'S AKISTOORAQY. . 


It Embraces a Million Noblemen and Prin- 
cesses Who Are Shop Girls. 

Leisure Hour: Russia possesses 650,000 
nobles, without counting 350,000 whose titles 
are not hereditary, Among the Russian no- 
bility there are many of foreign origin. The 
Russian social code recognizes four cate: 
gories or estates (Soslovia), that ig to say, 
nobles, priests, town dwellers, and peasants; 
The character of their employment distin- 
guishes these classes from one another. Each 
is dependent on the Czar for all its privileges, 
and the Emperor has absolute power to 
change the condition of his subject 
from a high to a low estate, None of 
these classes poseesses either a historical, a 
political, or a social! individuality. The 
sian aristocracy is deprived of political im- 
portance, and it eannot beast of such chival- 
rous qualities as distinguishei the French 
nobles. For the present it lacks sufficient 
good sense or education tu play ay part in 
public life. Russian aristocrats all desire to 
be considered as direct descendants of the 
Boyars, merely because it is pleasant to be 
such, and thus get a position of social superi- 
ority. Their ambition goes no higher. The 
Boyars, like the feudal Western landowners, 
are the descendants of the men who of old 
composed the Russian Prinee’s army. The 
members of the Russian aristocracy have in 
great part retained their places at court, 60 
that there ean be encountered most of the old 
historic names. Children of both sexes in- 
herit the titles of their parents, 

The Russian aristocracy is distinguished by 
overweening pride and haughtiness, and at 
the same time there is often united to this, in 
a bizarre contrast, a certain snobbishness. 
Access tothe cireles of high society is very 
difficult; it ts only possible to penetrate into 
them if well bern and well connected, The 
Russians rarely abandon their titles, being 
too proud of them to quit them y. A 
marriage between @ poor gentleman and 4 
rich stranger, or vice versa, is considered in 
this eountry a6 a shameful mesaliiance, and 
the couple would not be received in the aris- 
tocratic salons of the capital. Tolstoi, as 
well as Prince Maschersky, director of 
the newspaper Grajdanine, has given in 
his nouvel very exact and grapn’s descrip- 
tions of Russian high life. But with ail thetr. 
innate pride the Russian great folk have never 
looked upon work as degrading. Thus if 
need be they will adopt with ease and without 
mauvaise honte any ces, any ublic 
charges. There is at St. Petersburg a Prince 
who serves in the custum-house, and many 
nobles and titled men become professors, 
echoolmasters, even actors.
